Inwood, at the northern tip of Manhat- 
tan, is almost completely residential. 
Between 1930 and 1 940 its population 
increased more than 28% — the largest 
percentage of increase of any Man- 
hattan district. From 1920 to 1940 
Inwood gained more than 50,000 pop- 
ulation. Most of the families live in 
apartment houses. An area of better 
than average apartments is found along 
Fort Washington Avenue and Overlook 
Terrace, which provide a fine view of 
the Hudson River. Much of the district is 
devoted to parks, among them Fort 
Tryon Park, Inwood Hill Park, and High 
Bridge Park. Most important business 
streets are Dyckman Street and Broad- 
way. The small area north of the Harlem 
River is attached to the Bronx mainland 
but is politically part of Manhattan. 
This apparent invasion of the Bronx 
was caused by a straightening in the 
course of the Harlem River. 
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
